The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 7th January, 1050 relate to 130 
towns with an estimated population ot 16,062 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 224 and their population is 27,937 
thousands. Thus 68% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 60% of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded ill those towns 
were 10,032 and 6,901 representing birth and death rates of 
31 '3 and l8 - 4 per thousand of population respectively. 

(A) Indian provinces ,— The data hoio relate to 104 towns 
with an estimated population of 13,610 thousands. Informa- 
tion for Madras, West .Bengal, Bihar and Assam could not be 
inoluded. The total number of towns is 192 and their popula- 
tion is 24,366 thousands. Thus 64% of tho total number of 
towns representing 56 % of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths reoorded in those towns were 
8,669 and 5,038 representing birth and death rates of 32-7

(B) Unions and States . — The data here relate to 26 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,042 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population h 3,672 thou- 
sands. Thus 81% of the total numbor of towns representing 
86% of the total population is covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths recorded in theso towns were 1,463 and 863 
representing birth and death rates of 28-3 and 14 • 8 per 
thousand of population respectively. 

Rajkot in Saurashtra Was the only 1 town which had a 
high death rate of 00 1 6 per thousand of population and this 
high death rato was largely due to doathB from fevers and 
smallpox.
